salaries named ar>‘ insufficient to pro cure the 
ability required to deal with adequate g rasp 
with the g reatest pro blem we hare. Make the 
co mmissio n larg e and able eno ug h, and pay 
them eno ug h to take up all questio ns as they 
arise. Cho o se them fro m all the g reat in. 
tereste to be affected, and the securities they 
ho ld will be pro o f o f business fitness and 
prudence rather than the rev erse. Then let 
the act be drawn to g iv e them just po wer and 
discretio n, and the railway s and the public 
sho uld and will co nfo rm to their ruling s 
witho ut all the pre-elabo ratio n and defini­ 
tio ns o f intent co ntained in the bill/' 


N ew Y ork , Jan. 6.— George R. Bla n 
chard, the well-known railroad m an, has 
w ritten a long letter to The Times on the 
inter-state commerce bill 
In his letter Mr. 
Blanchard says: 
“ Conserv ativ e 
railw ay 
m anagers agree tha t it shou ld prohibit dis­ 
crim inating preferences and u nreasonable 
rates and requ ire pu blicity and adequ ate 
legal penalties. 
This eu titles their grou nds 
of dissent from its long and short-hau l and 
anti-pooling prov ision to fair consideration. 
I t is im practicable to solv sthiscom plex prob­ 
lem by one (and ou r first) law on the su bject, 
when in thirty years insu lar England, w ith­ 
ou t state lines or adjacent nations to confu se 
or internal seas and riv ers to restrict rates, 
passed and repealed 1,300 railw ay m easu res 
m ore or less of them inv olv ing the principles 
of this bill. 
The length-of-hau l problem has 
sim ilarly perplexed all cou ntries where solu ­ 
tion was easier than w ith u s. 
In none of 
them has it to this date been so stringently 
solv ed as now proposed, and in some it is yet 
u ndetermined. Its solu tion can not be easiest 
in a cou ntry offering the greatest mileage 
and com plications 
which 
increase in a 
geom etrical ratio. 
This clau se recognizes 
tha t it will resu lt in wrongs, as witness the 
prov iso au thorizing the commission to license 
exceptions. 
“ It ignores the fact tha t the w arning 
power alone has in all the states hav ing rail­ 
w ay commissions prov ed efficient to correct 
real ev ils. The great carrying wrongs alleged 
before the H epbu rn com m ittee in this state 
hav e all beeu silently corrected w ithou t 
legisiation as to length of hau l by the alm ost 
u nexorcised police power of the state com­ 
mission. 
Giv en as fair and accessible a na­ 
tional commission w ith du e power and dis­ 
cretion, reporting annu ally to congress, and 
an interested pu blic w atching and presenting 
its griev ances, and particu larly in v iew of 
the anti-corporate sentim ent of congr. -ss, the 
railw ays wou ld ev en more prom ptly correct 
u nju stifiable resu lts and 
carrying condi­ 
tions.” 
In regard to pooling, which the bill pro­ 
hibits, Mr. Blanchard says: 
“ I Object to the 
term pool, bu t m u st u se it. 
The u nderlying 
motiv e of this prohibition is that if railw ays 


c a n be legally stim u lated to disu nite! strife 
by denying the right of u nited co-operation 
the pu blic will benefit. » No m ore su perficial 
v %w cou ld prev ail, and it is clearly political 
rather than practical. 
Conceded that all 
inter-state rates shall be reasonable, u ni­ 
form, non-preferential, pu blic; long and short 
hau ls properly relate!, and that, a national 
commission enforce all this and with du e 
remedies a t law pu nish 
v iolators, then the 
pu blic shou ld welcome rather than resist all 
su pplem entary v olu ntary railw ay action in­ 
tended to aid precisely those good objects, 
as ev ery pool does. 
R iv al rates m u st be 
made 
by some form 
of agreem ent !>©- 
tween 
riv al, carriers, 
and 
agreem ent 
is 
equ ally 
necessary 
thereafter 
to 
m aintain 
them . 
Otherwise each 
com­ 
pany will m ake its own rate« , which is dis­ 
crim ination, and their non-agreed changes 
will produ ce m ore discrim ination. Moreov er, 
shippers m u st know the ir rates before they 
ship, bu t railw ays need not. 
This fact and 
the pu blicity requ ired also necessitates agree­ 
ment, otherwise the chaos which some re­ 
form ers call competition. 
If the gov ernm ent 
owned ev ery railw ay in the Union it wou ld 
lu requ ired to make equ al rates u nder equ al 
conditions, as they do equ al cu stoms and 
postage du es. 
It wou ld also requ ire an or­ 
ganization or ‘pool’ to m aintain its equ al 
rates of transportation, as it now requ ires a 
cu stom hou se*‘pool’ and a postoflice ‘pool,1 
the term s being u sed respectfu lly. 
Then 
some form of equ itable tonnage distribu tion 
wou ld also bo essential, otherwise one railw ay 
or system, or district or city, wou ld ov er­ 
carry, and to change this by div ersion or re ­ 
striction wou ld be ‘pooling.’ 
“ There is no testim ony tha t can prov e that 
legal rates are w rong or extortionate, or can 
do harm simply liecau se adm inistered by a 
pool. 
Clearly it is better for N jw Y ork city 
if all its g reat westward railw ays combined 
as one in a pool to charge only one reason­ 
able rate for all the like traffic of all its m er­ 
chants as if they were one firm, than to hav e 
separated railw ays and v ariou s m erchants 
scram bling for the strongest com bination of 
both and the lowest rates for all. 
This bill 
only requ ires tha t each com pany or rou te 
shall charge the sam e ra te to all* 
It, there­ 
fore, stops fa r short of w hat it shou ld re­ 
qu ire, or a t least legalize, tha t all companies 
between the same points charge the same 
rates. 
In this broad m ercantile aspact the 
pool is m ore ju st than the law , becau se if the 
eight railw ays from Chicago eastw ardiy 
m ake eight different rates to Now Y ork th e 
resu lt u pon the co mmerce of both cities is 
precisely as discriminating , * non-u niform, 
preferential, and disastro us as if the same 
eight rates were made ov er one railway. 
“ This statement defies refutatio n, but it it 
a co mprehensiv e v iew which the clamo ring 
g eneral public, who are no t fo rwarders o r 
trav elers as a rale, do no t take o f it. 
Ev ery 
po o l in to e unio n hnsln created to nnag e and 
reduced rates belo w tho se ag reed to by the 
fo rmer metho ds, If » therefo re, a sectio n was 
in the bill to raquhto that all po o l ag reements 
be submitted to -to o natio nal co mmissio n, 
with the requirement that If thpy co ntained 
no co nditio ns at v ariance with law o r public 
po licy to ey wo uld be appro v ed, it co uld no t 
fail o f public g o o d. So fo rtified, and wo rk­ 
ing in acco rd with the natio nal co mmissio n, 
the same number o f 
railway po o l co m­ 
missio ners can do the pubHO mo re g o o d 
than the natio nal co mmissio n can po ssibly 
acco mplish hi much lo ng er time. We g o no 
further than mere rejo inder, and say that if 
po o ls were leg alized the Mw wo ujd be y et 
mo m quickly a ni to o ro qiWy fulfilled. Eng - 
land has to me so . ¿ Belg ium and Germany find 
that g o v erfttamtal bdhemhip means the 
stro ng est po o ls, and‘France districts and di­ 
v ides its traffic, which frpo o ling .

WHICH T HE VICT IM’S MEMBERS 


ARE WIDEL Y SCAT T ERED. 


His Head Fo und a t One Pla ce, His Bo dy 
a t A no ther jrad One Limb No t Fo und 
a t A ll—The Co rpse H a cked to Pieces 
w ith an A x e—Clue to the Murderer. 


B oston, Jan. ft.-—L. Brooks, a Lincoln 
farm er, while riding tow ard Lexington early 
W ednesday m orning, discov ered in the snow 
abou t tw o rods beyond the stone wall a t tho 
side of thi> road, the detached head of a m an, 
its shock of hair m atted w ith blood. 
I t hail 
apparently been chopped off with 
a du ll axe. 
Tho featu res were contracted as if the m an 
had su ffered agony. 
Ju st abov e and behind 
the left ear were sev eral deep gashes tw o or 
three inches long. 
The hair was short, thick 
and brow n, the forehead low, the nose sm all 
and the complexion mediu m. 
A few feet 
aw ay lay a bare arm , sm all bu t m u scu lar, 
sev ered a t the shou lder. 
The hand appeared 
to be tha t of a blacksm ith. 
J u mp.ng into 
his pu ng, Mr. Ilrooksjdrov e rapidly to Lex­ 
ington, and notified th© au thorities of his 
discov ery, which 
confirms the su spicion 
arou sed by the finding of bloody clothing in 
Is lin g to n Tu esday tha t a horrible m u rder 
has l)©en committed in th© v icinity. 
On receipt of the inform ation a Globe re­ 
porter and two other men v isited tho seme. 
They fou nd near the arm a blood-l>esmeared 
piece of Tho Ev ening Record of Hoc. “3, 
which corresponded, in date and appearance 
to a bloody piece of tho samo paper which 
was picked u p Tu esday near the bu ndle of 
clothing. 
ThC latter was so besmeared as to 
indicate being u sed as a towel by the m u r­ 
derer. 
A largo ru bber horse-cov er had been 
throw n from the road for the pu rpose of con­ 
cealing the remains, bu t it failed of its pu r­ 
pose by landing u pon interv ening bu shes. 
There was a pool of blood in the middle of 
the road. 
Tho party followed tho road for ov er a 
mile to a densely wooded hill. 
On tho left 
of this, in a deep gu lly, a naked, headless 
body was fou nd. 
Deep cu ts in the hip and 
foreleg indicated the intention of the m u r­ 
derers of sev ering the left limb, as they had 
the right, which had been ru dely chopped 
off a t the thigh. 
One arm also was missing 
from the body and presu m ably was that 
fou nd w ith the head down the road. 
Dr. J. 
O. Tilton, who led the party, gav e immedi­ 
ate instru ctions tha t no one shou ld tou ch the 
rem ains or approach too near the place to 
destroy su ch traces of the perpetrators of tho 
crime as m ight exist. 
A tim e-table of the railroad between Som­ 
erv ille and Boston was fou nd in the m u rdered 
m an’s pocket; also a ticket to Somerv ille. 
This leads the police to su rm ise that the m an 
m ay hav e belonged in Cam bridge, Somer­ 
v ille, or Boston. 
The left leg of the body is 
still missing. 
The place where the body was 
fou nd is a v ery lou ely one. 
The m an m ight 
hav e been mu rdered, chopped to pieces, and 
throw n ou t of a wagon w ithou t danger of 
observ ation. 
A you ng m an nam ed Now lan called u pon 
the Somerv ille police W ednesday ev ening 
and expressed his belief that the m u rdered 
m an was his omployer, George A. Codman, a 
m ilkm an of Somerv ille. 
Nowlan says that 
Codman drov e aw ay Tu esday m orning in a 
sleigh w ith a you ng m an, whom he addressed 
as Frank, and who was a stranger to Now­ 
lan. 
Codman had collected all the money ho 
cou ld, and told Nowlan ho did not know 
when he shou ld retu rn. 
Codman’s clothes, as 
described by Nowlan, correspond w ith those 
fou nd with the body, especially the m ittens, 
which had been mended w ith“ bsdticking. 
The police are confident tha t this 
c Iu j w ill 
lead to the solu tion of tho m ystery. 
Later .—A dispatch from Lexington states 
that the body has been fu lly identified as 
that of George A. Codman, the Somerv ille 
milkman. 
There is no clu e to the m u rderer, 
nor has the team w ith which Codman and 
his companion left Somerv ille been fou nd. 
The money which Codman started with, 
abou t $ 2i*0, is gone. 


Charg ed with K illing New-Bo rn Babes. 
St. J o h ns b u ry , Vt., J an. 6 .—William E. 
Dezan, o f Wheelo ck, has been arrested 
charg ed with hav ing murdered three chil­ 
dren o f his wife during the last three y ears 
by crushing their sk ulls so o n after their birtb.
